The  examination  of  every  pi-iiited  work  in 
whicli  the  name  may  occur  is  an  arduous  labour;  to  search  ail  the  Parish 
riepfisters  and  other  records  where  entries  may  be  found  is  a  task  be/and 
the  po^ver3  of  a  single  iiidiWduah 
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Tbis  Ptimphiet  is  liot  to  be  considered  as  a  hi.iti.ry  i.if  any  faniiiy  or  persons  bearin'j: 
fclie  name  ot"  Scallard  ;  ii:  aiLisc  railier  be  looked  upon  as  beiag  a  preliminary  srei) 
towards  the  cons[ructi^'n  of  a  fa;iii:y  history.  Tiie  aott''>  made  from  time  to  tiiiie 
01!  ciie  ()ri;^ia  of  ciie  vmiue  and  ^-ii  liie  persoijs  wlio  in  tiie  past  Lave  borne  ic  1;:^^-? 
presented  many  ditticulties  in  the  way  of  wriunp:  n.  narratiTe  of  consecutive  iaternvc 
wii.ioli  would  embrace  all  the  persons  bearing  the  niinie  of  Staiiatd.  To  S'^lve  tiiost- 
difiiculties  I  Tencure  to  appeal  un-  information,  not  only  to  those  n'iio  bear  tne  na:iie 
of  Stallard.  i)ut  also  to  antiquarians  and  otb.er  persons  who  laay  be  interesitd  iu 
(.racing  the  origin  and  rise  iu  die  past  of  the  littie-knowii  ilirnilics  of  England  and 
the  history  of  their  lives. 

Some  of  the  S-allards  liave  claimed  to  be  of  Saion  descent,  some  that  tl^elr 
ancestors  vrere  of  Xormari  blood,  i\\q  tr-iditnin  in  one  family  boin!?  that  the  name 
was  urigiuidy  :^,t.  Allard  and  that  the  family  came  from  Normandy  to  England  in 
thr^  te[ich  -^^rnLury.  v'ci:e"s  have  th'^nght  that  tiicy  ",'^re  cf  German  ori-in  and 
descended  from  a  D'-ince  of  that  countrv.  Any  intuitiiatiou  or  criDicisni  on  this 
(]uc;::: :on  wonia  oe  ot  gt-eac  ^'alae. 

For  the  iiakiiig  t^-y^ich-r  in  n:ore  reeon~  :imos  of  the  r^evcval  members  of  tiie 
ramilies  I  smdi  be  vcry  gratifai  fur  any  extracts  irom  Parish  Ueg^steus,  wills,  deeds  or 
re!:ords  of  any  kind  ^elating  to  persons  bearing  the  name  of  8tallard  or  the  names 
w]n.ch  1  thiak  are  us  variants,  namely,  Stalward,  Stalarde,  Stallord,  Staile'-d, 
>tudard,  Stoilerd,  ^■aliar  and  St.dler.  Variations  in  :hc  spelling  of  a  name  ot'cn 
ar:5:e  from  tiie  peculiarities  vf  local  dialects,  the  particular  taste  iu  the  early  days 
of  tlitt  clerk  who  first  wro.B  the  iiame  duwn  as  it  -ouaded  to  iiim,  and  fi'om  care- 
lossuess  in  subsei^uent  C0f)yiag, 

Some  of  my  notes  are  derived  from  information  coni:ained  in  the  Calendars  of 
Wills  published  by  the  British  Eecord  Society,  Index  Libi-ary.  tlie  Parish  Regcsters 
printed  for  the  Parish  Register  Society,  and  the  works  of  other  Societies  and 
persona ;  in  such  cases  ic  is  hoped  that  my  acknowledgments  for  the  as.sistauce 
received  vrili  be  deemed  to  be  duly  made  by  tiie  reference  to  the  source  frotn  wiiich 
the  information  is  derived. 

As  to  the  origiti  and  meaning  of  the  snrname  Staliard.  Baring  Gould  ("•  Family 
Names  and  their  Story,'"  1910)  says  that  Staller  means  much  the  same  as  Sral^ier, 
aa  Ostler,  while  Stallard  is  the  man  who  lets  oat  stalls  at  a  fair  or  market.  i.:.\ver 
(•'English  Surnames."' 1875)  gives  no  Stallard;  he  says  that  Staller,  according  to 
Camden  (//.  Camden's  '•  Britannia,"  1806,  p.  119)  is  a  standard-bearer,  Barusley 
("English  Surnames,"  1889)  gives  under  surnames  of  occupation  le  Staliers  and 
le  Stallmans,  and  refers  to  Scallards  as  Stall-wards  to  the  fairs  and  booths  in  tiie 
country  districts,  and  under  Nicknames  he  gives  ie  Stallworth  and  Staliworthe.  the 
modern  form  of  which  term  colloquially  used  is,  he  says,  stalwart. 

It  would  seem  that  modern  surnames,  apart  from  those  which  are  tribal  names 
or  are  simply  changes  of  I'se  patronymic,  are  of  thiee  class*js,  either  Place-naa>:s 
derived  from  the  possession  of  some  particular  property  or  from  the  birti:  cr 
dwelling  at  some  particular  place  ;  or  Occupation-names  derired  from  the  holduig 
of  some  particular  othce  or  post  or  the  following  of  some  particular  pursuit  or 
calling  ;  or  Nicknamea  derived  from  the  possessing  some  particiilar  mental,  morul, 
or  pliysical  characrerijtic  or  seme  peculiar  habit  uf  speech  or  manner.  To  widc'i 
of  these  three  classes  does  the  surname  of  Stallard  belong  ?  It  seems  to  ;ne 
P'»38ible  that  it  may  be  of  ail  the  tixree   classes — thus   m  one  pari  01   Euglaui 
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it  may  have  been  a  Pliice-narae,  in  ;;.iiothei-  part  aii_  0(?cuFX'.i.i-)n-nani?,  and  in 
anothev  part  a  Xicknanie.  With  regard  to  the  naiae  being  o:\e  ^i  occapdcii-n,  as 
sui2fQ:esr.ed  bv  the  authors  on  Sarnanies  quocou  above.  miici\  '.iii'-rrii-itiun  car:  b-c 
obtained  concerning  the  Sieallcres,  Scu Hers,  and  Srallarii  iihe  Mastor:4  or  rsie  Florje. 
MarshaUor  Constables  of  Saxon  times)  from  mauy  audioniies/coiamenciug  wi-hnhe 
Domesday  Book,  I  have  no  informaiion  u-i  to  the  ^^ali-wards  to  tiie  t^;rs  :

With  reirardtoUieprrtbabilicyof  the  name  beingorigh^aliy  a  ^  i/lvnau;^,  Skean,  lu 
the  last  edition  (1910)  of  his ''  Ktymoi^^gical  Dietic^na'-y,"  gi  vp  die  meaMingoi'  -caivvart 
as  ''sturdy,  stout,  brave."  and  says  it  is  a  corruption  of  rhe  Middie  Eoghsh  (a.d. 
X200 — 1500)  Sralworth,  the  iutermediate  forsn  St-aUvard  oconrring  in  Iruvi^as 
translation  (a.d.  1387*  nf  Hi^Jen's  Polychrouicon.  <TiA=  translariwa  is  published 
in  the  Rolls  Series,  i)  vols.,  l>'>;b,  and  the  Gh;;-5ary,  r.)!.  iv.,  gives  sr^aiward.  siai- 
worthe,  stohvorth  =  La:..  robustus,  fortis  =  3talTvart  or  srrong.';  So  also  hi  R-'Oert 
of  Gloncester's  Chronicle,  arc.  1278  a.d.  (Hearne,  2  vols.,  Osb-rd,  172i).  stahvorth 
and  stalward,  and  theii-  variauts  scak\farde,  stai'^ard;;.  sialworde,  c?calwortiie.  xiave 
the  meaning  of  strong,  valiant,  stout.  By  dropping  the  soniid  of  the  "  w  "  as  m 
the  pvonnuciatioa  of  X.r\vi!.-h,  Sralward,  in  ■ivhich  ibrm  I  find  j:he  name  given  in 
some  of  the  early  re^s-isters  and  ^vllls,  would  easily  b-coui'^  Staiard  nv  Scaliarii. 

The  manor  of  Staiwortny,  Xorf.dk,  is  the  only  piaoe  I  kno-v  which  could  be  rhe 
foundation  of  the  name  as  a  Place-name, 

The  namss  of  Stallcr,  Stabler,  Scaleworth,  Stalvvurth.  Stalevrard.  and  SLulidid 
appear  in  early  rec-rds,  and  the  following  extracts  inay  be  of  service  in  decidir.g 
the  origin  of  the  Sraiiard  family  and  the  derivation  of  the  uanae  :  —

Richard  Staltard,  1551,  or  BarfVa-d  and  Isabel  Stalurd,  1.3G7,  of  the  sam-.-  ph^i^e. 
From  age  and  other  canse.s  these  wills  are  in  places  illegible.  The  will  of  !i;--::a.itl 
mentious  his  wife  Elizabtjili,  Roger  Mund  his  son  (probably  a  suu-in-lawj,  Ivic".-i;xi 
Mund  his  godson,  and  Joau,  tiie  wife  of  Roger.  The  will  of  Isabel  discluse:  h't.ie 
except  the  name  of  "William  Goussons  (?)  her  sou  (?). 

Between  the  years  i5o2  and  1575  tliere  are  in  the  Parish  Register  of  Ledbury 
(Parish  Register  Society)  entries  giving  the  name  of  Staiward  and  Stallard  (sr.oiled 
in  both  ways).  Hugh  ^^talward  does  not  occur  elsewhere,  anil  further  purticnhirs  of 
him  are  wanted.  He  and  the  other  persons  named  must,  I  think,  from  their  assrc.a- 
tion  with  the  Skyuner  family,  belong  to  the  family  of 

John  Stalhvard,  1571,  of  vStrettun.  His  will,  Prob.  2o  Xov.  1571  (T.C.C., 
Holney,  46),  mentions  two  sons,  Robert  and  William,  two  daughters  Elizaberi)  itnd 
Katharine,  and  his  sous-in-law  Richard  iikynuer  and  John  Skynner.  The  'iaiigiaer 
Katharine  was  then  unmarried,  and  in  the  legacy  given  to  the  daughter  Elizubetii 
he  refers  to  one  Wuliam  Skynner  "  whicli  by  the  grace  of  G-ud  shall  be  her 
husband.''

TJ'.e 
uarisu  Register  of  Tarriugton  contaius  an  entry  in  1572  of  tiie  marriage  of  Ruhert 
bialiard  and  Sibyil  Brome.  and  in  'i5.'s5  an  admiuistration  of  tiie  estate  of  Ib^bert 
iStaliurd  was  graiited  to  6ibhl  Stallard  his  widow  (P.C.C.  Ad.  .ice  Bonk,  15-'^5.). 
Whether  tins  Robert  left  any  children  I  cannot  say,

F.C.C, 
Fenner,  loi — in  his  will  he  is  described  as  of  the  Lyme  in  the  parish  of  Eardisiand — 
married  Eiizafjetii  ....  and  had  one  son  John,  atid  three  danghrers,  Elizabeth,  dane 
and  Alice.  Eiizabeth  died  unmarried  (Prob,  -i  3Liy  lo5u,  P.C.C,  Pembroke, 
8u).  Jane  and  Alice  a:-e  untraced.  Possibly  Joan,  the  son  of  Harrye,  had 
another  son, 

Edward  Stailard,  1609,  of  Barton,  in  tlie  parish  of  Weobly  (Prob.  19  December 
1609).     His  will  only  mentions  his  wife  Ellenor  aud  his  sisters  Alice  and  Jane. 

Joiiu  Staliard,  the  son  uf  Jo'nn,  1012,  is  not  traced,  unless  he  is 

John  Srallard,  16o-l,of  Stretford,  wlio  made  a  unncnpative  will  (Pr  d),  15  December 
1634)  which  only  mentions  his  nncle  John  B-'dfor'l  of  Monkiand.  the  yonn^er, 
whom  he  makes  his  e.tecntor. 

William  Sraliard,  1(>21.  tlie  son  of  Harrye,  1591  (in  liis  will  described  as  of 
Hardwicke  in  the  co.  of  iriereiord  ;  in  the  Probate  2y  Jaly  1624  as  late  of  Eardis- 
land  ;  his  cousin  was  John  Bedford  the  elder),  had  two  sons  William  and  John,  wlio 
were  under  age  at  the  time  of  their  father's  death.  Of  the  lasz-named  Willia.n  I 
have  uo  farther  trace  ;  the  son  John  may  be  Juhn,  1334,  of  Scretford  mentioned 
above,  or  John,  1673,  of  Ivington,  or

Phillip  .Si;ailard,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Martha,  married,  177'.b  Jar.e  Framr.-'-ou 
and  had  issue  Phillip  (born  ....),  Samuel  Frampton  ;bora  ..,.).  and  Wiihain 
Henry  (born  ....  178b;  ;  the  last-mentioned  Phillip  married  and  went  to  Australia; 
of  him  further  particulars  are  wanting,  as  also  are  paj'ticulars  of  Wiiham  Htnry 
and  his  descendants,  if  any.  Samuel  Framptom  Staliard  married  ....  a.  iliss 
Nicholls,  and  the  later  particulars  of  his  family  are  kntnvn.  Several  membt-rs  ot 
this  family  were  Freemen  of  ti.e  Haberdasiiers'  Company. 

In  the  posse.ssiop.  of  a  fandly  of  Srailards  now  living  in  Chichester  there  is  a 
family  Bible  bearing  the  inscription  :  "  Edward  Staliard,  Havaut,  horn  lb99.'' 
George  Harrison  Staliard.  the  father  of  the  present  }<lks,  Staliard  of  Chichester,  was 
one  of  a  family  wi;o  liv-d  for  numy  years  in  Sussex,  and  his  eldest  brother  went  to 
Xew  Zealand  uiauy  yea.rs  ago  aud  his  descendants  are  still  believed  to  be  there,  and 
the  object  or  this  enquiry  is  to  gain  more  particulars  concerning  this  family.

Farti;f.r  particulars  of  tlse  sons  Jarnes  and  W-iiiiam  are 
asked  for.

VV"i!i!a;n,  Jolni;  and  James  of  LIan^:'rrei'  an-i  the  adioiuing 
parish  of  Wiiitcharch,  A  son  of  ^V!ilia!a  Stailurd,  wlic  s^iii  one  of  eight  children, 
now  li"re5  near  Culeford,  Gloucester.
